NEWS ITEMS. 


Chili is being shaken up by earth­ 
quakes. 
The Cuban patriot force is reported 
to number 12,000 men. 
Alt Ging, a Chinese desperado, is 
cavorting around Han Jose. 
The Alaska Herald wants Sitka and 
Wrangell made free ports of entry. 
The wild geese are about to destroy 
the growing grain in Colusa county. 
The police of Sacramento made 153 
arrests during the month of February. 
Another of the Sun printers has 
sued De Young for false imprison­ 
ment. 
There are two tobacco factories at 
Gilroy, which give employment to 125 
persons. 


A shipment of 1,100 Bibles and Tes­ 
taments was received in Olympia, W. 
T., last week. 
The Mint will be employed all this 
month in coining trade dollars at the 
rate of 15,000 per day. 
In the State charitable institutions 
of Illinois it takes one officer to every 
four persons cared for. 
The question of admitting colored 
children to the public schools still agi­ 
tates the Sacramentaos. 
The temperance movement In Ohio 
has reached over fifty towns, and 
dosed the saloons in many of them. 
Forty-seven car-loads of barley and 
seven of malt were sent East from 
Sacramento last Saturday and Mon­ 
day. 
The Pacific Mail line is said to be 
negotiating for the purchase of the 
Blue Mountain coal mine at Coos 
Bay. 
The business men of Indianapolis 
favor an increase of the currency, and 
indorse Senator Morton’s course on in­ 
flation. 
They had a cold snap up at Fort 
Wrangell in Alaska during January 
that froze the mercury in the ther­ 
mometer. 
t 
August Munter, a Justice of the 
Peace in Stockton, has been removed 
from office and fined $500 for charging 
illegal fees. 
The demand for trade dollars is much 
larger than the supply. The steamer 
Japan took 132,744 of them to Hong­ 
kong on her last trip. 
Workmen are engaged in clearing 
the site of the new Palace Hotel in 
San Francisco of the buildings and ob­ 
structions on the ground. 
The farmers on the tule lands of the 
Sacramento employ Chinamen instead 
of horses to harrow in their grain 
where the ground is soft. 
Dr. Wooster of San Francisco has 
been sued for $30,000 by John Walton. 
Malpractice, in wrongly setting a 
broken leg, is what is the matter. 
The war steamer Kearsarge of Ala­ 
bama fame lias been ordered to join 
the Asiatic squadron, and left San 
Francisco on Wednesday for China. 
Salinas City has subscribed $220,000 
to aid in the construction of a railroad 
to Monterey, and the Castroville Argun 
says that town will also take a hand. 
Up in the northern portion of the 
State where a great many sheep have 
died from disease and bad weather, 
they cook the bodies and feed them to 
their hogs. 
The Stockton Grange recommends 
the appointment of 
Benjamin 1*. 
Kooser asa commissioner to represent 
the granges of this State at the Phila­ 
delphia Centennial. 
A California lion measuring eight 
feet from tip to tip, and weighing two 
hundred pounds, was killed last week 
near Summerville. They laid out a 
bait for him, seasoned with strych­ 
nine. 
Charles Calhoun of Dutch Flat shot 
his wife, to whom he has only been 
married two weeks, last Saturday. 
The ball passed through her nose and 
destroyed one eye, but she will re­ 
cover. He then shot and killed him­ 
self. 
There were 951 prisoners in the State 
Prison at San Queniin on the 1st day 
of February, and the same number on 
the 1st day of March. Thirty-four 
were received 
during the m onth; 
thirty-three were dlscluirged and one 
died. 
There is in the State Treasury $130,­ 
000 belonging to the State School 
Land Fund, and $150,000 to the Uni­ 
versity Endowment Fund, which, un­ 
der the law, is to be devoted to the 
purchase of State or United States 
bonds. 
Santa Barbara held an election for 
Trustees on Monday, in which the 
“Citizens’ ” ticket was successful by 
an average majority of 120 votes. C. 
A. Thompson was also elected Asses­ 
sor, having a majority of 210 over R. 
H. Sterns. 


Late Telegrams, 


EASTERN. 


S p r i n g f i e l d , 111., March 4th. 
A convention was held here to-day 
in the interest of the project for a 
national railroad from the base of the 
Iiocky mountains to the Eastern sea­ 
board along the line of the fortietli 
parallel. Delegates were present from 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and 
Kansas, and from the Territory of 
Colorado. 
Ex-Governor Palmer of 
Illinois, presided. 
Resolutions were 
introduced declaring 
the constitu­ 
tional power of Congress to regulate 
inter-State commerce and in so doing 
to charter,aid in construction,and con­ 
trol railroads passing through States; 
reciting the imperative need of the 
West for more extended transporta­ 
tion facilities at cheaper and more 
stable rates; urging upon Congress 
the adoption of the fortietli parallel 
route as the most feasible and promis­ 
ing the greatest good to the greatest 
number for a national railroad. The 
resolutions were adopted and a com­ 
mittee of fifty appointed to prepare a 
bill embodying the views of the con­ 
vention for presentation to Congress. 
W a v e r l y , N. Y., March 4th. 
All the employees of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad at this end of the 
route, excepting the engineers, struck 
this morning for a return to wages at 
anto-panic rates,stopping all the trains 
except the mail cars. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 4th. 
The President to-day appointed the 
following Government Directors of the 
Union Pacific Railroad: James F. 
Wilson of Iowa, J. H. Millard of Ne­ 
braska, John C. S. Harrison of In­ 
diana, John A. Tibbetts of Connecti­ 
cut, and Francis B. Brewer of New 
York—all for one year from March 
11th. 
W a s h in g t o n , M arch 5th. 
At the session of the Committee on 
Ways and Means to-day, on the moie­ 
ty question, Wm. E. Dodge, of the 
firm of Phelps, Dodge & Co., made a 
long statement, giving the history of 
the case in which his firm paid $271,000 
as a compromise, and showing the 
manner in which the firm was treated 
by Jayne and other Government offi­ 
cers. 
Clayton yesterday transmitted to 
the President a paper signed by all the 
bankers and about two hundred of the 
most prominent mercantile houses of 
San Francisco, strongly recommend­ 
ing the re-appointment of Postmaster 
Stone; also strong private letters from 
himself, Wm. Alvord and J. C. Mer­ 
rill, emphatically presenting the same 
views. The President, however, gives 
no indication of his change of purpose 
to appoint Coey at the expiration of 
Stone’s present term. 
N e w Y o ik , M arch 5th. 
Miss Ida M. Noyes, actress, died to­ 
day of hydrophobia. 
She was bitten 
two weeks ago by a pet poodle. 
Great anxiety is expressed for the 
safety of the steamer Graf Bismarck, 
which left Bremen for this port three 
weeks ago via Southampton, where 
she took cargo and passengers, leaving 
there on the 15th of February, and has 
not since been heard from. 
Railroad officials say that the trouble 
witli their employes is ended. 


FOREIGN. 


H a v a n a , March 5th. 
Rumors of severe fighting in the 
Central Department are current—also 
of an expedition having landed at 
Guanaban, near Neuvltas, of which 
Jordan was in command. The Span­ 
ish troops were in full retreat on the 
11th of February. They were bound 
for Puerto Principe, their starting 
point, when they were attacked the 
second time. The assailing forces sud­ 
denly took flight. The Cubans say 
their amuuition ran short and orders 
were given to cease firing. If they had 
had an abundant supply they would 
have driven the Spaniards right into 
the heart of Puerto Principe. 
L o n d o n , March 5th. 
Calcutta dispatches report that the 
distress among the famine-stricken 
people of eastern Tishost increases. In 
one village alone there have been 
eighteen deaths from starvation in four 
days. The number of applicants lias 
increased from fifteen to thirty thou­ 
sand within a week. 


A lot of seventeen pounds of ore 
from the recent discovery in El 
Dorado county was retorted a few days 
ago, and produced two pounds of 
quicksilver. The ore retorted was not 
a choice lot, but taken promiscuously 
from the dump. A specimen weigh­ 
ing ten ounces retorted five ounces of 
liquid metal, and we are informed the 
discovery presents a good deposit of 
this rich ore. Every indication as 
work progresses warrants the belief 
that the discovery will prove both per­ 
manent and valuable. This is the 
first quicksilver ever produced in the 
county.—[Amador Ledger. 


About $30,000 have been contributed 
by the French people to a fund which 
has been raisea in Havre for the relief 
of the families of those who were lost 
in the Ville du Havre. Forty-eight 
families were left by this disaster with­ 
out the means of support. Some of the 
surviving crew, having been thrown 
out of employment, were also in special 
need of aid, and have been relieved 
from this fund. 


Ramie. 


The nursery of Mr. Finch, at Hay­ 
wood. Alameda county, proves the 
complete adjustability of our climate 
to the growth of ramie. The plants 
are now 7 feet high, in February, and 
it is tiie most severe Winter we have 
had. On Twitchel Island, in the San 
Joaquin river, is a plantation of 20 
acres, which last year yielded two cut­ 
tings. The weight of the stalks to a 
cutting is astonishing; not less than 
40 tons to the acre, salable at $5 per 
ton. 
Two cuttings therefore bring 
$400. But if the stalks be passed 
through a brake (now in use) when 
taken green from the field, the raw 
fibre commands 30 cents a pound. 1). 
H. Craig, of New York, offers to buy 
all the raw fibre our State can supply, 
at a contract price to be fixed for live 
years. He will set up a machine 
wherever wanted, by which lie refines 
the raw fibre, so that what lie buys at 
30 cents becomes valued at $4 per 
pound. This process reduces one ton 
of 30 cent fibre to 80 pounds superfine. 
There remains a very large propor­ 
tion for which 
uses 
are 
to 
be 
found. After cordage, bagging, rope, 
etc., paper suggests a means of clear­ 
ing up the remainder. 
The outer 
bark makes a beautiful fixed green 
dye, if one may bulge by the impres­ 
sion on the ¡hands of the workmen. 
The pith of the stalk contains a salad 
oil of peculiarly pleasant flavor; cer­ 
tainly those who have tried it pro­ 
nounce it superior to olive oil, and pre­ 
dict for it a great demand. Further 
experience may modify this report. 
The leaves of ramie make a great 
tonnage, and probably they may make 
paper stock. 
If they do. the quality 
will most likely resemble Japanese 
paper in toughness and in silky tex­ 
ture. 
There is yet a valuable and very in­ 
teresting product, the first which the 
plant yields in the earliest Spring­ 
time. The young sprouts of ramie 
will vie with asparagus as a delicious 
table vegetable. 
It is easy to keep a field of ramie in 
order when once established. After 
the first year the ground is so covered 
with the spread that little attention is 
needed. The plant is perennial. If 
the soil has not a moist bottom, we 
imagine that irrigation will be indis­ 
pensable after cutting, to give the sec­ 
ond growth a fair start. 
The acknowledged necessity for al­ 
ternation of crops will induce our farm­ 
ers to examine the claims of this tex­ 
tile plant upon their attention.—[Rural 
Press. 


The Paper Age. 


Dr. Albinus Rudal, of Vienna lias 
made a curious calculation of the 
amount of paper consumed in all 
countries. According to him, the Rus­ 
sian consumes 1 pound of paper per 
year; the Spaniard, ]J; the Mexican 
and Central American, 1; the Italian 
and Austrian, 3J; the Canadian (in­ 
cluding all British America), 54; the 
Frenchman, 7¿; the German, 8; the 
Englishman, 11 J. 
Dr. Rudal esti­ 
mates the world’s paper product of all 
kinds at 1,800,000,000 pounds per an­ 
num. Of this one-half is employed in 
printing,one-sixth for writing,and the 
remainder for various other purposes. 
He divides the total product as fol­ 
lows: For government uses (official 
documents), 200,000,000 pounds; educa­ 
tional uses, 180,000,000; trade, 240,000,­ 
000; manufacturing industry, 180,000,­ 
000; private correspondence, 100,000,­ 
000; printing, 900,000,000. To produce 
I,800,000,000 pounds there are 3,900 
factories, etc., employing 90,000 men 
and 180,000 women. Then there are 
100,000 collectors of rags. The paper 
import of the United States is given 
at 3,000,000 pounds, the domestic man­ 
ufacture at 374,000,000.—[Galaxy.

T h e W o o l-C ro w e rs. 


The adjourned m eeting of the Wool- 
growers’ Convention will be held in 
the Court-house in thtsclty to-morrow. 
The labors of the committee appointed 
at the first m eeting will be submitted, 
and the question of what to do and 
how to do it will then be fairly 
before the men 
of 
many slieep. 
It is possible that efforts may be made 
to run this Convention in the interest 
of parties who are more npted for 
gathering wool than raising it, but if a 
general attendance of those who own 
sheep is secured, there can be no dan­ 
ger of this kind. One thing is certain; 
if an organization is to be effected 
that will be of any service in handling 
the product of the small growers, the 
claims of localities must be sunk out 
of sight, and the general good of the 
business only be kept in view. 
There 
can be no doubt that co-operation 
among our wool-growers would be pro­ 
ductive of good. As it now stands they 
are compelled to dispose of their clip to 
speculators who in most instances 
absorb all the profits. A combination 
that could advance funds to the wool- 
grower and thus enable him to hold 
his wool until the m arket is in good 
condition, or that could ship all our 
wool to the East without the interven­ 
tion of San Francisco speculators, 
would be of immense advantage to 
the trade. 
Such an arrangement 
would enable men of small means to 
hold their own in the business and re­ 
alize a fair remuneration. But if any­ 
thing of the kind is attempted it will 
not do to try to run it in the interest 
of some particular locality or tack it 
on to any plan for private advantage. 
The wool-growers of the entire South­ 
ern part of the State should agree on 
some plan by which they can work 
for the general good, and if this can be 
done an important industry will be 
materially strengthened. 


Compensation of County Officers. 


There is a movement on foot in this 
county to secure the passage by the 
Legislature of a law authorizing the 
Board of Supervisors to fix the salaries 
to be paid to our county officers. We 
don't like the idea of special legisla­ 
tion, and would much prefer the pas­ 
sage of a general law for the State, 
either fixing the salaries of officers ac­ 
cording to the amount of work to be 
done, or authorizing the Supervisors 
of the various counties, within certain 
limits, to do so. Perhaps, though this 
would be too much to hope for, and if 
our county can secure the benefit of an 
equitable arrangement, we ought to 
be satisfied. The law ought not, how­ 
ever, to leave the m atter wholly with 
the Board, nor should they be per­ 
m itted 
to 
change 
the 
rate 
of 
compensation 
at 
any 
time 
they 
see fit. A parsimonious board might 
go to one extreme while a liberal or 
careless one would go to the other. 
The proper plan would be to fix limits 
above and below whieli the Board 
should not be allowed to go. They 
should also be required to fix the 
salaries prior to the county elections, 
and should have no power to change 
them during the terms of those 
elected. 
The Board m ight also be 
authorized to regulate the fees that 
shall be charged, and if as is claimed 
they are too high they could be re­ 
duced to an equitable figure. 
We see 
no reason why business should be 
burdened with unnecessary cost, and 
the law, if adopted, should provide for 
the collection of no more than is 
needed to pay officers a liberal com­ 
pensation. 


LETTER FROM ST. LOUIS. 


The Moiety Question. 


The moiety question is getting a 
shaking up in Congress. 
The New 
York Customs officials have a soft 
thing under the system that permits 
the informer to take one-half the 
penalty for violating the revenue laws, 
and there is no doubt that in many in­ 
stances they have allowed frauds to be 
perpetrated on the Government, that 
they might make money by detecting 
them. In many cases too, goods have 
been fraudulently worked through the 
Custom-house by the connivance of 
the officials, who have received as 
their share a sum approaching the 
amount they would have secured by 
denouncing the fraud to the Govern­ 
ment. The Sanborn fraud, by which 
large accounts due the Government, 
and perfectly good, were given out for 
collection and one-half of the amount 
paid to the Collector is only one of the 
many dark and devious practices by 
which the National treasury is de­ 
pleted, for the benefit of the politicians 
of the Empire city. It is liard to de­ 
vise any means of putting an end to 
these enormous frauds, but certuin it 
is that the practice of giving a moiety 
to the informer has utterly failed to do 
any good, and in many instances has 
been productive of fraud and pecula­ 
tion. The principle is a bad one, and 
wherever applied it has been found to 
work badly.

S t. L o n s , Mo., Feb. 24, 1874. 
E ditor H e r a l d : To-day I received 
the first H er a ld in six weeks. W here 
they continue to keep them on the 
way is a mystery; but this was quite 
welcome, and for a long time kept me 
entertained by following from column 
to column the interesting m atter you 
are so successful in presenting to your 
readers. 
I observe your W inter has been 
cooler than usual, while the reverse 
has been the case here. There has 
been but a mere trille of snow here at 
any time, and it seldom remained 
twenty-four hours. 
Boats have run 
constantly to and from New Orleans, 
unobstructed by ice, and the grass in 
public parks has been green for a long 
time. On Sunday evenings very many 
people resort to them to lounge as in 
June. The most disagreeable feature 
is mud; it prevails in every portion of 
the business streets, and is more 
abundant from the large amount of 
earth thrown up in excavating for the 
Custom-house and the great railroad 
tunnel. Innumerable wheels and busy 
feet distribute it everywhere. In spite 
of the mud and soft weather, there has 
been but a light mortality report. 
I^ast week, the whole number was 
eighty-six. This is light for a popula­ 
tion of 400,000. 
The effects of the paiiic are still felt, 
and business moves slow, but the peo­ 
ple will have a certain amount of 
amusement under almost any circum­ 
stances. 
Four theaters are well patronized, 
numerous public readings and lec­ 
tures, both literary and scientific, are 
equally popular. 
The great excite­ 
ment among the masses has been a 
series of revival meetings, led by Rev. 
Hammond. 
It is estimated that six 
hundred 
new members have been 
added to the churches in the last five 
weeks. 
The newspapers have been more en­ 
grossed with the important subject of 
“Social Evil” than any other for sev­ 
eral weeks. Most of the respectable 
people exerting themselves to have 
the law repealed and the masses to 
have it remain as it is. The papers 
opening their colums to both sides, and 
keeping a sharp lookout to see which 
is most likely to win. 
While many 
f 
;ood citizens are thus engaged in the 
audible effort to give us good laws 
and 
pleasant 
entertainments, 
the 
great mechanics and laborers are toil­ 
ing at the magnificent bridge, and the 
double tunnel under the city. 
Three 
graceful arches, each 500 feet long, 
resting »n two abutments and two 
piers, span the river. On the St. 
Louis side the railroad bed is sixty 
feet above low water, and the Illinois 
side being low, it slopes gradually to­ 
ward that shore ana finally reaches 
the existing railroad track level 3,000 
feet back from the shore. On this 
shore it keeps up over First and Sec­ 
ond streets and enters the slope under 
Third street and extends for three- 
quarters of a mile under the city, 
reaching the great central depot of the 
Atlantic and Pacific railroad on Eighth 
below Poplar street. Two tracks trav­ 
erse the tunnel while four are laid on 
the bridge. These are to accommo­ 
date the twenty railroads that now 
ceuter in this city or in East St. 
Louis, opposite. 
Four great ribs of cast steel rise and 
bend gracefully from pier to pier 
forming the arch on which the whole 
upper structure rests. These ribs are 
hollow tubes fifteen inches in diame­ 
ter. 
Four more curve above aiul par­ 
allel to them at a distance of thirteen 
feet. The upper and lower ribs are 
then joined by diagonal iron braces. 
The railroad tracks rest on the crown 
of the lower arch, while the carriage 
way lies above the upper arch five 
feet, and reaches St. Louis on a level 
with the streets, leaving eighteen 
feet 
for trains to pass 
through. 
Whole width of bridge fifty-four feet 
width of carriage way thirty-five feet, 
and a walk on each side eight feet 
wide. The cost of bridge and tunnel 
is about $10,000,000. It will he in use 
by the 1st of July next. 
The city is supplied w ith water from 
the M ississippi; huge engines pump 
it up into reservoir on Compton hill, 
where, after standing a few days to 
settle its 160,000 cubic yards of mud 
per annum, it is led in mains and 
pipes to almost every door. 
A Custom-house to occupy a whole 
square is in process of erection. 
Another block will soon be covered by 
the Merchants’ Exchange. 
Among the present large buildings 
are the Laclede Hotel, S. C. Davis & 
Co.’s wholesale store, Singer Sewing 
Machine Company’s 
building, 
St.

The Slave Trade and Slavery. 


Immediately after the dissolution of 
the English Parliament the British 
and Foreign 
Anti-Stavery Society 
Committee in London issued an ad­ 
dress to the electors, calling upon them 
to urge upon the government and the 
representatives in Parliament to use 
their influence to put down the slave 
trade and slavery. We publish this 
address, as it presents a summary of 
work in which the readers of the Her­ 
ald should be interested and in which 
they should help till the slave trade 
and slavery be universally destroyed :

As a general election is about to take 
place we deem this a fitting opportun­ 
ity to ask you to urge upon the candi­ 
dates for election to Parliam ent the 
necessity on the part of each member 
of the Legislature to take vigorous ac­ 
tion wherever British influence can be 
legitimately employed to put down 
the slave trade and slavery, We feel 
that a vast work has yet to be done to 
destroy these evils, and it is in the 
power of our Cabinet and Legislature 
very m aterially to promote their re­ 
moval. 
Great Britain has treaties with Tur­ 
key, Egypt, Persia, Madagascar and 
other countries to put down the slave 
trade, which she habitually neglects 
by her moral influence to enforce. 
Though an anti-slave trade treaty had 
beensigned by the Sultan of Zanzibar, 
the slave trade has found a new chan­ 
nel along the eastern coasts of Africa, 
and thousands of slaves have been sent 
northward by land. British consular 
establishments at proper places would 
greatly check the trade. 
A consider­ 
able trade in human beings is carried 
on throughout the Upper Nile dis­ 
trict, finding an outlet down the Nile 


and to the south of Abyssinia to the 
Bed Sea, and also in the Lake Tchad 
district, having an outflow in the 
neighborhood of Tripoli. On the west 
coast of Africa there is a considerable 
slave trade among the tribes protected 
by the British government, which 
hitherto they have allowed to con­ 
tinue, to the disljonar of the English 
name. We grieve to report that among 
some of the native States in India 
tributary to the British Indian gov­ 
ernment slavery and the slave trade 
exensively prevail. 
For instance in 
Afghanistan, the present Ameer of 
which receives a very large sum annu­ 
ally from the Indian government, 
slave m arts are established in most 
of the large cities, such as Cabool, Ba- 
daskhan, Fyzabad, Caudabar, Kun- 
dur, Ghuznee, etc. W hat Russia has 
done in Khiva and Bokhara the Brit­ 
ish government ought long since to 
have accomplished in those territories 
which are under their protection. 
In the East African possessions be­ 
longing to the Portuguese the slave 
trade has of late increased, and the 
moral influence of the British Cabinet 
could with much advantage be used 
with the Portuguese government to 
suppress this trade as well as to urge 
the absolute extinction of the Macao 
coolie trade. 
The Polynesian labor traffic cannot 
be regulated as proposed by Lord 
Kimberley’s act. 
Nothing but its 
■total discontinuance can cure this ncwr 
slave trade. 
Sir Bartle Frerehas truly said, “We 
may do what we can in the way of 
violent repression, but we shall never 
put an end to the slave trade till we 
put an end to slavery. W e must let 
slave-holding countries—Egypt, Tur­ 
key and others—understand that they 
cannot be admitted into the brother­ 
hood of civilized nations unless they 
abjure slavery.” Among these slave- 
holding countries, professedly Chris­ 
tian, on whom the British government 
lias special treaty claims, ami could 
bring their influence to bear with 
great power, are tí pain and Brazil. 
W ith regard to Spain, there are 350,000 
slaves in Cuba, nearly every one of 
whom is entitled to his liberty under 
treaty obligations. 
Had the British government fully 
discharged its duty típain would have 
emancipated her slaves in Cuba as she 
had done in Porto Rico. In Brazil 
the majority of the slave population, 
1.500.000, are entitled to their liberty, 
as they or their parents were imported 
since 1829 contrary to treaty stipula­ 
tions. ’file unsatisfactory Emancipa­ 
tion law of 1871 dooms every one of 
these to a life-long bondage; and so 
far from the law referred to being an 
emancipation act its operation will be 
tb continue slavery for the next fifty 
years. 
It is a m atter of grief to know that 
while so much remains to be done the 
government has abolished the Blave 
Trade Department in the Foreign Of­ 
fice. This is a serious mistake. We 
regard the present occasion as most 
favorable to bring these matters under 
the consideration of those who seek 
election as members of the House of 
Commons, and shall thank you to use 
your influence In pressing them upon 
the attention of the candidates in your 
locality.

Cheap Transportation. 


Ex-.Senator Casserly had addressed 
a letter to Senator Windom, Chairman 
of tlie Senate Committee on Trans­ 
portation, giving a summary of his 
labors as a member of that committee 
in collecting statistics on this side of 
the continent. 
He says: 
“In the absence of power to take 
testimony 1 deemed it essential to 
secure the co-operation of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of this city in the 
collection of facts within the scope of 
the powers of the committee. 
The 
Chamber promptly appointed a com­ 
m ittee of five of its members, well 
known as leading citizens and busi­ 
nessmen, to act on its behalf. About 
the same time I issued a printed circu­ 
lar soliciting information, of which I 
sent nearly two hundred to all the 
Farmer's Granges and other organiza­ 
tions us well as to many business men 
throughout the State. 
A copy of this 
circular is annexed, marked “Exhibit 
A." Taking for its guide this circular, 
and also the schedule of inquiries 
prepared by the Secretary of the Sen­ 
ate, the Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce succeeded ill collecting the 
body of information included in its re­ 
port, adopted by the Chamber Decem­ 
ber 30, 1873. 
“Oh the general subject of discrimi' 
nation in freights and fares the report 
at its close (p. 10), refers to the report 
of another committee of the Chamber, 
though constituted of the same per­ 
sons with a single exception, prepared 
with a view to legislation by the State 
of California, 
“The two reports are not oply a 
valuable addition to our information 
on the general question of transporta­ 
tion, but they shed also a strong light 
upon the practical workings of the 
whole transportation system of this 
;8tate and coast by laud and water, 
and especially on those exceptional 
features of it, the correction of which 
is vital to liny legislation, whether by 
the 
State or General Government, 
each in its own apflere, which is to be 
of any real service to the people.”

New York Fashions. 


Fresh importations of Spring suits 
arrive weekly. They consist of car­ 
nage dresses of two shades of silk or 
else of contrasting colors; of black 
costumes that are partly silk, partly 
cashmere; pretty woolen fabrics, such 
as vigogne and armure, made over silk 
skirts; and charming dresses, suitable 
for tlie house, promenade or carriage, 
made of striped summer silks. The 
importations thus far are confined to 
basques and overskirts, hut polonaises 
will appear later. 
The new basques are square in hack 
and front or straight around, with En­ 
glish hacks and luppels, or else much 
shorter behind than before; the fash­ 
ion of sloping them short on the hips 
with pointed front and buck is not 
seen. 
There are both single and dou­ 
ble-breasted basques ; the latter are 
made with a “ plastron” or straight 
narrow vest piece set on tho front and 
fastened by two straight rows of but­ 
tons from the high throat down to the 
edge of the basque. The tlaring Medi­ 
éis collar of both of the materials of 
which the dress is composed finishes 
high necks; ruffs are also added to this 
collar, and are sometimes used without 
it, and are always Voluminous; indeed 
tlie neck will he dressed more elabor­ 
ately than ever. Tlie fashion of hav­ 
ing the sleeves different from the 
basque also continues. 
If the dress is 
of two shades, tlie darker 4s used for 
the basque and the lighter shade for 
sleeves; when the costume is composed 
of two materials of the same shade, 
the sleeves are usually of silk like the 
lower skirt and tlie basque of the 
woolen fabric of which the upper skirt 
is made. Thick round cords arc intro­ 
duced instead of tlat piping folds for 
edging cuffs, ruffs, basques, etc. Cun­ 
ning little pocket Haps are set on the 
side or hack of basques, and the breast 
pocket with a lengthwise flap reap­ 
pears on outer garments. 
The new costumes exaggerate the 
old fancy for flat clinging fronts of 
dresses with 
very bouffant backs, 
hom e of tlie new upper skirts inteuded 
to produce this effect are too intricate 
for description. They consist of alter­ 
nate breudtlis of two shades of silk 
tied in a tangled mass, and draped in 
a mysterious fashion upon the back 
breadths of the lower snirt, making 
them far more bouffant than the 
graceful skirt of the present season. 
Such over-skirts are designed for 
elaborate dresses made with tablier 
fronts; others that will be more gen­ 
erally adopted are far similar in shape. 
Among these are the Greek ovor-Bkirt, 
with its apron draped high on one 
side, and falling long on the other, 
crossing the front diagonally; the 
square Medlcis over-9kirt; the smooth 
clinging English model; and various 
others, with very long flat aprons 
reaching almost to the toe. Tlie aprons 
of the latter are either pointed or 
rounded, and may consist entirely of 
folds meeting in the middle as they 
descend from each side, or else the 
apron is of fwo breadths, with a sloped 
seam down the middle, on .which are 
set coquettish little bows. The pretty 
round over-skirt of to-day will not he 
discarded, but will he oddly lemodeled 
by,draping the right side high by a 
how placed quite far back, while tlie 
left will hang plainly to the edge of 
tlie dress skirt, and the clinging front 
breadth will be buttoned its entire 
length to the breadth next it on eacli 
side by large buttons and bound, but- 
ton-lioles. 
Tabliers are narrow, often covering 
hut one breadth, and never extending 
beyond the first side gore, which is 
now sloped closely, measuring only a 
flnger-leiigtli across tlie top; where it 
is sewed to the belt without a particle 
of fullness. This first side breadth is 
very often trimmed differently from 
tlie front breadth, and it lias become a 
decided fashion to have some length­ 
wise trimming on each side, from belt 
to foot. This is either a row of four 
folds, widening gradually toward tlie 
foot, or else shirred putts; this trim­ 
m ing is more often used to cover the 
second side breadths, thus separating 
the front of the skirt from tlie back, 
and forming the dividing line for the 
two kinds of trimming around the foot 
of the dress. Tabliers of diagonal tolds 
and the shirred perpendicular puffs 
have already been described; the pret­ 
tiest horizontal 
tabliers consist of 
three clusters, each made up of a broad 
side pleating, with a much narrower 
pleating (called knife-blade pleating) 
falling upon it, while tlie heading is 
four bias folds turned upward accord­ 
ing to tlie latest caprice, and very ir­ 
regularly folded, instead of the prim, 
smooth, turn-down folds now in use. 
In dresses of two shades the first three 
breadths of the skirt are light, the 
back ones dark. 
The new skirts show a simple plan 
for massing their fullness behind, 
wliieh also produces a panier puff, 
shortens the back breadths for the 
street, or gives them a pretty sweep 
when worn as demi-trains. 
This is 
done by putting a drawing string 
across the three back breadts, on the 
wrong side, about half a yard below 
the belt, 
w hen this is drawn tightly 
the three front breadths cling closely, 
and the back has a bouffant puff, 
which is easily shortened for the street 
by a couple ot tapes hanging from the 
belt and buttoned to the shirred tape- 
cover below. 
The new skirt trimmings are pleat- 
ings of silk of two shades, shirred 
flounces, putt's made by reversed pleats, 
and folds turned upward and lopping. 
W ith long over-skirts the trimming 
of the foot of the lower skirt is quite 
narrow in front, and widens gradually 
on the sides and back. The new pleat­ 
ing* are alternate strips from one to 
two inches wide of light and dark silk, 
as two shades of brown, or else of con­ 
trasting colors, such as plum and blue, 
or else salmon and chestnut brown, 
This is pleated to bring the darkest 
silk on top, while the lighter shade is 
folded under, and appears odly as a 
shaded facing. 
To cío this fold the 
light strip double, making the seam at 
Us edge the beginning of the dark 
strip, which is left its full width. 
French modistes use 
the sewing- 
machine more than 
formerly, and 
merely stitch the lower edge of such 
pleatings, while the upper is faced 
with 
the 
lighter sliaue, and 
the 
whole is sewed on an inch below 
MiS t”p, leaving a slight frill above. 
Prefty shirred flounces straight around 
thp skirt aye h^if ft yard deep, and may 
he either of straight or bias silk; about 
si$ breadths are qsed qn round French 
skirts. They have a narrow hem at 
the top, and a» incli-wiae heiR, c}onp 
with blind stitches, below. Thegath.- 
ering begins an Inch from the top, and 
consists of half a dozen rows of gaug. 
ing, that is, successive rows of gather­ 
ing strings about half an inch apart, 
or else it is drawn up to form three 
shirred puffs, each two inches wide, 
With two drawing strings between 
each miff. To make this more dressy, 
a knife-blade pleating is sometimes 
put on the lower odgp of the flounce. 
Various 
arrangements 
of 
shirred 
flounces will be the popular fashion 
for all Hummer fabrics such as grena­ 
dine, batiste, muslin, and light woolen 
mater/uls; the gathered puffs are ex­ 
cellent for wash dresses, as they are 


easily laundried when folded in the 
middle and ironed like a rutile, then 
opened. 
A shirred band two-eighths 
wide, with a ruffle on each edge, will 
also be placed on hemmed muslin skirts 
without flounces at the top of the hem. 
Two or three narrow flounces, with 
two shirred puff’s in each flounce, make 
a pretty trimming for striped Hummer 
silk skirts. 
Striped silk or woolen 
flounces may be bias, but straight 
shirred flounces wash best, and will 
look quite as well in muslin, batiste, 
linen. Other pretty puffs are made of 
reversed pleats like tlie familiar mar­ 
quise putt'. 
We have described above 
tlie pretty beading made of clusters of 
lapped bias folds turned upward. 
For making a Spring dress of two 
shades of silk tlie prettiest model is of 
brown faille—soft dove-color with 
dark leaf brown. Tlie square basque 
of dark silk has a straight plastron of 
the dove shade, fastened by two rows 
of buttons down tiie front: the back Is 
around waist, with a fan sewed on, 
made of alternate pleats of tlie two 
shades; tlie light Medicis collar shows 
its dark lining along the edge; light 
sleeves, with dark cuff and stiff Henri 
III. putt' around the armhole. The 
denii-train 
has three 
light 
front 
breadths seperated l'rom the dark back 
ones by four folds of the two shades 
laid down tlie second side seam; a 
drawing string holds the back in posi­ 
tion. Around the foot is the new 
pleating of two shades, only a finger 
deep in front, widening too three lin­ 
gers behind, where a second row is ad­ 
ded. The tablier covering the three 
front breadths has clusters of wide 
pleating that show only the dark 
shade, headed by narrower light pleat­ 
ing, and four upturned folds of the 
dark brown. The intricate bouffant 
drapery behind consists of four half 
breudtns of the alternate shades corded 
on the edge, and tied in a puff with 
hangiiig ends. 
How to make Spring costumes for 
church, visiting, and brides’ traveling 
suits is the query of correspondents. 
Pretty shades of gray, either the clear 
hue, or the slate gray with 
blue 
tinges, or the greenish sage gray, are 
selected for these; tlie skirt and sleeves 
are silk, the over dress and flounces 
are cashmere or vigogne. 
A tasteful 
French design for these lias a sage 
gray silk 
skirt, 
trimmed with a 
straight vigogne flounce three lingers 
deep in front, and much deeper be­ 
hind. 
Tlie lower edge lias a bias 
green velvet band two inches wide, 
while the upper part is sewed down 
twice in reverse pleats that form a 
puff. The long apron over-skirt of 
vigogne, corded on the edge with vel­ 
vet, has the front breadtli buttoned 
down each seam by large buttons in 
velvet-bound button-holes; it has two 
narrow side gores and a full back 
breadth, is draped high by a green 
velvet bow on the leftside, and hangs 
long on the left. The English basque 
of cashmere, corded with green velvet, 
has silk sleeves with velvet cuffs, and 
a velvet Medieis collar. An extra gar­ 
ment worn over this is a sleeveless 
loose jacket* quite long, with a point­ 
ed velvet hood, side pockets, and a 
breast pocket. 
Even stripes of white w ith a eolor 
are chosen for Bummer silks. A pret­ 
ty fashion of making these is to have 
one deep bius shirred flounce around 
the skirt or else two narrow ones. Let 
the overskirt have a sharp-pointed 
apron of two sloped breadths with a 
seam down the middle, on which are 
four bowsof bias silk; its three draped 
full back breadths are square on the 
sides, and the whole is edged by a bias 
ruffle beaded by a band or cluster of 
upturned folds. The basque is much 
longer in front than behind, is trim ­ 
med with fringe or a rutile, and the 
coat sleeves have cuffs with a bias scurf 
tied around them. 
Medicis collar and 
ruff of the silk.—[Harper’s Bazar. 


Eucalyptus Groves. 


Tlie Oakland Iranm ript publishes 
the following valuable information on 
this subject: 
Two miles north of Hayward are two 
remarkable groves of eucalyptus or 
Australian gum trees. They belong 
to J. T. Stratton, the present Sur­ 
veyor-General, wlio resides in Oak­ 
land. One grove contains sixty acres, 
the other ninety, the whole comprising 
about 130,000 trees big and little. The 
trees are only four years old, yet many 
of them are from forty to fifty feet 
high and a foot in diameter, and are 
planted in regular rows like an or­ 
chard, though closer together; in fact 
the rows are too close for tlie general 
thrift, and the proprietor is about to 
cut away every other tree, which will 
afford firewood enough to pay for all 
expenditure heretofore. 
W hen Gen­ 
eral Stratton was setting out the trees 
the neighboring farmers laughed at 
him and advised him to desist aiul at­ 
tend to liis surveying, as lie would be 
dead long before the timber amounted 
to 
anything; 
but the 
laugh 
is 
now on tlie other side ; five years 
hence the available timber will be im ­ 
mensely valuable for manufacturing 
and for fire-wood. 
There are a great 
many species of the eucalyptus, many 
of which are adapted to this climate. 
Tlie tree grows to great size and hight, 
and when seasoned is extremely hard, 
solid, and resembles hickory. It is 
well adapted for wagon and carriage- 
making; and as fire-wood it creates a 
heat almost equal to coal, and deposits 
a cinder which will keep hot fora long 
time. No doubt General Stratton’s 
foresight in planting these extensive 
and beautiful groves will produce not 
onlycordsof wood, butcordsof money; 
for if cut down and sold now, at the 
age of only four years, the young for­ 
ests would bring many thousands of 
dollars. 
Moreover, the successful ex­ 
periment will be of vast importance to 
the people living in poorly timbered 
districts, as it has demonstrated that 
an abundance of valuable wood can be 
produced from the seed within five 
years, while a period of nine or ten 
years will produce timber-logs more 
thun two feet in diameter.

The Southern California Shipping Asso­ 
ciation. 


Work on the new wharf now in pro­ 
cess of construotion by the above 
named company is progressing rapidly 
under the able superintendence of Col. 
Norman C. Jones. 
The wharf and 
connecting roadway, when completed, 
will extend about two thousand one 
hundred feet from the old Quarter­ 
master’s buildings into the harbor. 
The greater part of the work will oon- 
sist of a roadway made by filling in 
with earth fiom these buildings to a 
marshy island. The roadway is twenty 
feet in width, and is firm and solid. 
The island will ulso be filled in and on 
the ground thus made the warehouse 
of the company will be erected, the 
wharf extending into the channel to 
a point where there is fifteen feet of 
water at extreme low tide. 
At the 
present but twenty men are employed, 
and the work is progressing at the rate 
of thirty feet per day. After this fifty 
hands will be put on the work, and the 
progress will 
increase accordingly. 
The earth used in building the road­ 
way is taken from the east side of the 
embankment, thus making a channel 
in which light craft can float up to the 
old Quartermaster buildings. 
These 
buildings have been purchased by the 
company, and as they are both large 
and durable, they will make good ware­ 
houses for the storage of wool and 
other bulky freights awaiting ship­ 
ment. The organization of this as­ 
sociation, formed as it is of some of our 
heaviest capitalists and most enter- 
E 
rising business men, is having a 
iglily beneficial effect on the pros­ 
pects of our seaport town of W ilming­ 
ton. The business naturally centering 
here and that which will be attracted 
by the superiority of the shipping 
facilities which the completion of the 
wharf will afford cannot help building 
up an important town. As soon as 
the wharf is completed a track will be 
built connecting the warehouse with 
the track of the Los Angeles and Ban 
Pedro Railroad, so that freights can be 
transferred directly from the cars to 
the decks of the steamers. Trains will 
also be able to drive right up to the 
building. 
The organization of the 
company that is so rapidly construct­ 
ing this important improvement, im ­ 
portant not only to the town of W il­ 
mington, but of great moment as well 
to the city of Los Angeles and the 
vast extent of rich agricultural and 
mining country 
surrounding it, is 
largely due to the irrepressible energy 
of Gen. Banning, who uever for a mo­ 
ment has lost sight of ‘ the favorable 
location of our harbor as the entrepot 
of a great commerce or wavered in his 
faith of the final and complete success 
of his plans.

Silk Culture. 


The following are extracts from a 
letter by Fellix Gille, of Nevada City, 
to the California Farmer: 
As the egg trade can be but tempo­ 
rary, and is a business with very little 
certainty about it, I would advise 
people engaged in the silk industry to 
have in view, in raising silkworms, 
rather the producing cocoons 
for 
their silk than for the egs. But what 
shall we dot with our cocoons ? I will 
say establish filitures, 
where 
our 
cocoons would be reeled into grege, or 
raw silk. Filatures, in fact, are the 
link between cocoon raising and a 
market; for a m arket even adistant 
one, can be obtained for our grege. 
After having given a fair trial to all 
varietés of the mulberry family repre­ 
sented on my place, and they are the 
common morea alba (small-leaved), 
niulticaulis, morette, lhoa japónica 
and grafted rose-leaved, I had con­ 
cluded to keep for the purpose of feed­ 
ing silkworms none but the japónica 
and grafted rose-leaved, as the only 
ones which at the same time produce 
good silk and make the business pay. 
I wish that every one interested in 
silkworm raising could see for them­ 
selves how great are the advantages in 
the*two varities over all others. That 
“grafted rose-leaved” is a most beauti­ 
ful tree, with thiek leaves, which con­ 
tain plenty of moisture to make of 
them in our hot climate and dry soil, 
a food of excellence for the worms. 
As to the japónica, it grows so readily 
by cuttings, its wood is so haidy its 
leaves so large and so much thicker 
than the multicaulus, thatjita qualities 
are bound to make of it as great a 
favorite as the grafted rose-leaved. 
Not only do those two 
varities, 
thanks to the large size of their leaves, 
yield one fourth, at least, more by the 
acre than other varieties, even the 
large-leaved and worthless multicaulis, 
but the picking of their leaves is done 
so much quicker that, for instance, 
five pounds of them are picked against 
ono pound of any other variety, except 
the multicaulis. And as our object 
must be the saving of labor, I say that 
we must resort to such varieties to 
cheapen the cost of leaves. 
Silkworm culture, I belive, can be 
successfully carried on in California, 
provided that people take a rational 
care of the worms. But the question 
with us must be the establishment of 
filatures; and to that end, the press 
favorable to this silk industry, and 
silk growers themselves, m ust direct 
their efforts, for I do not see 
any 
other way to make of this industry a 
ragular paying one. 


The varnish applied to tea-chests by 
the Chinese is made of freshly-drawn 
blood, a little alum and four parts of 
powdered slack lime. One, two or three 
coats of this mixture, applied while 
viscid, make the packages impervious 
to moisture, rendering tin-foil unne­ 
cessary.

WHOLESALE HYDROPHOBIA. 


A Dozen Persons Bitten by a Mad Dog In 
Chicago. 


The Chicago Times of the 21st ult, 
gives the following thrilling account 
of a mad dog excitement in that city 
the day before: 
One of the beasts manifesting all 
the dreadful symptoms of hydropho­ 
bia appeared on yesterday at about 
half-past 7 o'clock on Star street, on 
the North side. He was a largo, fine 
looking dog of the hunting species, 
and his eye blazed with the delirium 
he was suffering, and clots of poison­ 
ous frotli dropped from his open jaws. 
He was first observed by Mr. Vander­ 
burgh, of No. 22 Star street, who was 
standing on the sidewalk in front of 
his residence. As the furious animal 
neared him he undertook to avoid his 
attack by retiring within doors, but 
the dog sprang at him with the great­ 
est fierceness, flying at his face and 
fastening his poisonous fangs in his 
upper lip. The unfortunate man was 
pulled to the ground and the rabid 
inouster left innoculating wounds in 
his right arm and left hand before he 
continued his course. 
Mr. Vanderburgh raised the cry of 
“mad dog,” “mad dog,” as soon as he 
could sufficiently recover himself, and 
the whole neighborhood at the words 
was thrown into the utmost excite­ 
ment. 
Women and children, of whom 
there were many on the street, sought 
their houses and shut their doors to 
keep out the cause of theii alarm. 
Men who were bold enough pursued 
him, but the fear of the dreadful dis­ 
ease which he would produce caused 
most of them to fly to places of safety. 
The rabid brute continued up Star 
street, followed by a few determined 
men who attacked him with stones 
and clubs, and the cry of “ mad dog,” 
“mad dog,” was repeatedly raised to 
forewarn the people in the course of 
his flight. 
The sticks and stones liad little or 
no effect upon the animal, as the peo­ 
ple in pursuit were too apprehensive 
of their safety to come within close 
range. In the meantime some one 
was thoughtful enough to go to the 
North-avenue police station for a 
policeman to dispatch him with a re­ 
volver, as none of the crowd possessed 
any fire-arms. Officer Mamerow re­ 
turned with the messenger to the 
scene and joined in the warfare against 
the maddened dog. 
The brute meanwhile had attacked 
and bitten several persons on Stur 
street, who were unable to elude him. 
He exhibited all of the while the 
greatest ferociousness; not snapping 
at people’s legs as he hurried by, but 
springing upon their backs and at 
their faces. Several persons were bit­ 
ten in the face, arms and shoulders. 
From Star street the dog turned into 
Sedgwick, biting a woman named 
Kemp in the shoulder, and a boy 
named Lindis, living at No. 646 Sedg­ 
wick street, in the upper part of the 
right arm. 
Officer Mamerow fired shot after 
shot at the rabid brute without effect. 
Several more streets were traversed, 
in all of which the most intense ex­ 
citement and alarm ensued as soon as 
the public understood what all the 
hue and cry was, and several addi­ 
tional victims were added to those al­ 
ready poisoned. 
It appeared th at the dog was likely 
to make his escapó?, and spread the 
dreadful disease inflicting him through 
a large neigborhood in spite of all that 
could be done. The officer accordingly 
sent back to the station for assistance, 
and officers Weber and Lee joineu 
their efforts with his. Thus reinforced 
the crowd howling in a manner that 
would do credit to the abodes of the 
damned, continued in their pursuit 
with great vigor. 
At length the dog was chased into 
the prairie south of North avenue and 
west of Clybourne avenue, where he 
was wounded in the side. But lie was 
not brought to bay. H e turned out 
of the prairie and ran down Hiiidro 
street. 
Here lie decreased his gait, 
and showed signs of exhaustion from 
the wound. 
He continued on this 
street until he reached the house of J. 
Motts at No. 19, the door of which 
chanced to be open, and he entered 
and secreted n imself under the bed, 
where he was killed at about half-past 
nine o’clock, the chase and excitement 
having lasted for two hours. The fol­ 
lowing is a list of the people who are 
known to have been bitten: A. Nan- 
derburgli, No. 28 Star street, in upper 
lip, right arm and left hand; Marga- 
retta Motara, 15 years old, No. 33 Star 
street, in arm; Sherman Mauder, 42 
years old. No. 28 Star street, in the 
leg; Mathias Grosen, 13 years old, No. 
28 Star street, in the leg; Margaret 
Kemp, No. 567 Sedgwick street, in the 
shoulder; Bertha Lindis, 14 years old, 
No. 646 Sedgwick street, in the arm; 
Bertha Fealker, 14 years old, No. 24 
Langdon street, in the hip; Charles 
Peters, 15 years old, No. 6 Fremont 
street, in right arm, and four others 
whose names could not be ascertained. 
Besides the people whom the dog at­ 
tacked, there were many of his own 
race whom he seized upon. Every dog 
that fell in his way in the course of 
his flight was more or less severely 
bitten. 
About forty are supposed to 
have been inoculated with the virulent 
poison.

Test of Speed. 


The success of California’s favorite 
in his great race with True Blue and 
Joe Daniels has inspired renewed con­ 
fidence in his speed and bottom. As 
an evidence of the estimation in which 
he is held, his owner, George Treat, 
has authorized the publication of a 
challenge to the world : 
Mr. Treat will match his horse, Thad 
Stevens, against any other horse, mare 
or gelding in the United States or the 
world a race of four miles and repeat, 
to rule, for $ 10,000. 
Mr. Treat also proposes to match a 
horse of his for $5,000 against $25,000 
that he will beat the best recorded 
time ever made in the United States 
by any running horse, to rule, from 
one mile to four miles. The parties 
accepting this banter can name the 
race to be run. 
The fastest recorded mile was made 
by Alarm, a three-year-old, with 90 
f 
iounds up, at Saratoga, July 18,1872, 
nl:42$. The fastest two miles ever 
made was by True Blue, as a four- 
year-old, packing 108 pounds, at Sara­ 
toga in 1873, the time being 3:324. 
Norfolk has the best three-mile record. 
He ran at Sacramento on September 
23, 1865, as a four-year-old, carrying 
100 pounds, in 6:27J and 5:29J. 
All 
horsemen will recollect the fastest 
four-mile time. 
It was made at 
New Orleans, April 2, 1855, by Lex­ 
ington, against time. He was four 
years old; and ran with 108 pounds up 
in 7:19$. 
It is reported that the horses True 
Blue and Weathercock, the property 
of John F. Chamberlin, will leave im­ 
mediately for New York in charge of 
Tim Robbins, who came out with 
them.—[S. F. Bulletin.
